Appeals Court Panel Extends 
Stay In Set Aside Decision

The State Set Aside Law, 
killed six weeks ago by US. 
Judge Joseph P. Kinneary, was 
temporarily restored to life last 
week when a three judge panel 
of the Sixth Circuit Court of 
Appeals in Cincinnati extended 
a stay previously granted by an 
appeals court judge. 

Kinneary, in ruling on a law- 
suit filed by the Ohio Contrac- 
tors Association, held that the 
Set Aside law was unconstitu- 
tional in that it discriminates 
against white contracters. 
Under the set aside law. five 
percent of the total value of all 
State construction projects, 15 
percent of state purchases and 
seven percent.of the subcon- 
tracts On construction pro- 
jects, are set aside for bidding 
by minority firms. 

Attorneys for minority con-

House Bill 584 Considered Best 
Business Development Attempt 


(COLUMBUS BUREAU) 

Ohio House Bill 584 creating 
acomprehensive minority bus- 
iness development program 
may be the most far reaching 
business-development pro= 
gram ever attempted by astate 
government. 

An Attorney General task 
force report in 1978 revealed 
that while seven percent of 
Ohio's construction compan- 
4es_-were minority owned,tess 
than one-tenth. of one percent 
of state contracts were going 
to minority contractors. 

Black legislators. especially 
Senator William Bowen and 
RepresentativesC.J.McLinn 
and Otto Beatty and other key 
supporters spearheaded the 
passage of H.B. 584 in 
December of 1980 aftcr 18 
months of debate in the gen- 


What H.B. 584 does is 
require the state to set-aside 
five percent of the aggregate 
volume of all state construc- 
tion contracts and 15 percent 
of-the-aggregate value—of all 
state procurementcontracts 
each fiscal year forbidding 
upon exclusively by minority 
business enterprises. 

In addition, the law requires 
majority contractors in all con- 
“struction contracts awarded by 
the State to subcontract at 
least seven percent of the total 
value of each contract to 
minority subcontractors, 
materialmen, and service pro- 
viders. These requirements
